MASS-MEETING AT BURLINGTON HALL. 

A mass-meeting of the Republicans of the 
South Side was held at Burlington Hal! last 
evening under the auspices of the Second Ward 
Club. Mr. Robert T. Lincoln called the meet- 
ing to order, and Mr. Anthony was elected 
Chairman. 

In calling to order, Mr. Lincoln said that they 
were all aware that the Sub-Committee of Twen- 
ty-five had not been asleep, as the Times had sug- 
gested. The only thing left undone at the Sat- 
urday evening meeting was the installation of 
officers. The Town Collector would not be al- 
lowed to take office until pext fall. The Super- 
visor took his seat Saturday evening. Yesterday 
afternoon the County a delivered the As- 
sessor's books to Mr B. H. Gray, who was 
the appointee of the 22 Board. 

MB. ANTHONY 
made a brief address. He thought it was a 
good thing for people to get together and — 
cuss local political issues. There was a 
deal of ignorance existing among the best — 
ness men regarding local affairs. There were 
few men who knew anything about the city 
charter and the city ordinances. The City of 
Chicago was marching forward with great. ra- 
pidity, increasing in ite material interests faster 
than any other city in the world. What was 
wanted was good government. He had nothin 
against the Mayor, but be thought that be bh 
failed to correct many of the existing abuses. 
Mayor Colvin had written a letter in which he 
charged that the present financial strait of the 
city was due to the tax-fighters, meutioning the 
speaker — pthers. He would only say 
that be had lived in Chicago a quarter of a 
century, and bad never fonght his taxes but 
twice, and many of the otber gentiemen named 
had never fought their taxes before this year. 
he speaker euumerated a number 
of unnece expenses for official salaries, 
and stated that the city bad expended for gas 
since 1871, #3,597,789.37. The entire amount 
paid by L oodon for gas was $1,300,000 a year, 
while in this city there was paid over $700,000 a 
year. For printing and stationery there had 
been amet during the past yoar $172,485.16. For 
salaries o lieemen there had been paid since 
1871, 88.698. 488.68. He called the attention of 
the Aldermen present to these

ed to work for the best interests of the city. 

A. L. Morrison foliowed bim. He said there that 
was a time when men could go to the polis and 
vote, and then home confident that the ma- 
jority would e.

When the people at the last town election 
elected the Republican ticket he was sorry aod 
disgusted that they permitted the ruflians to 
count themselves into office.

Since then, ho wever, 
Lis acquaintance has been largely extended, and 
there is no danger of his receiving the votes of 
those who know what manner of man ho is. 
The simple fact that he has retained Street 
Commiesiover Merrell in office would seal his 
fate with many voters, even were his unpopu- 
larity less great.

CAN MR. HOYNE BECOME MAYOR ? 
To the Editor of Tue Chtoago Tribune ;: 

Carcaao, April 17.—It is now absolutely cer- 
tain that Mr. Hoyne will be elected Mayor by a 
very large vote, The next question is as to the 
consequences, There is no doubt, I presume, 
that the present Common Council will refuse to 
canvass the returns for Mayor which are to be 
placed in the custody of the City Clerk. But 
suppe the present Council refuses to make 
the canvass, thas will not precinde the 
Council from doing so. The charter ph wm 
Seo. 57, says that, upon the retnrng being made, 
the City Counci! shali canvass the same, and un- 
til the canvases is made the right to make the 
canvaes continues, and could even be enforced 
by mandamus, though six months afterwards. 

If there be a vacancy in the office of Mayor, 
will the election of Mr. Hoyne te that office be 
legal? It was held in the case of The People 
vs. Cowles, 13 N. Y., 350, by the New York 
Court of Appeals, ina case where the office of 
Supreme Judge became vacant by the death of 
the incumbent, that it was competent for the 
electors of the district to elect a person to fill 
the vacancy at the ensuing election, and that 
such election was valid notwithstanding the 
want of notice. The same doctrine is held in 20 
Wis., 285; 22 Wis., 363; 10 lows, 218; 19 Ind., 
356. It is stated by the Bupreme Court of Wis- 
consin : ‘‘ For were it otherwise it be in 
the power of the defendant by neglecting his 
duty in giving notice to prevent the election of 
his successor, and thus keep bimselt in office,” 

Now, it is generally cooceded that there is a 
vacancy in the office of Mayor, for upon no oth- 
er theory could the new Common de- 
clare a v , and that one of their own num- 
ber. Hence „ Hoyne, though he does not 
run for Alderman, will be the lawful Mayor, and 
the new Common Council must canvass the vote 
for him, and must recognize him as Mayor. Mr.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Broapwais, III., April 16.—Having been « 
member of the Republican party since the time 
of ite organization, always supporting its can- 
didates in county, State, and national cap#paigns, 
I feei that it will not be improper to offer a little 
advice bearing upon the approaching Republican 
Convention of this State.

WRECK AND DEATH. 
Loss OF THE TOW-BOAT DICTATOR WITH TEN LIVES. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

Ober, III., April 17.—The Quincey Whig to- 
day has the following special Mispatch from 
Hannibal concerning the wreck of the steamer 
Dictator with a loss of ten lives: Shortly after 
2 o'clock this morning, and but a little while 
fter the bells had ceased ringing the alarm 
of the supposed giving away of the Suy levee, 
the steamer Dictator passed up with a barge in 
tow, and was wrecked in attempting to pass the 
draw. F. W. Harlow, assistant engineer of the 
Hanoibal bridge, makes the following statement 
in regard to the accident: 

The Dictator, a tow-boat, with one large ice- 
boat on her larboard Bide, came up the river 
and whistled for the bridge, The draw was 
opened, with the proper lights in good order 
and all lit, at least five minutes, when shejcom- 
menced to enter under a slow bell, but, the 
current being so swift, they tarned on more 
steam, and I noticed that she was coming 
faster, but was sheering right and left. The 
pilot kept ber from striking undi her midship 
was opposite the pier, when

to the left. Before they could check the barge 
from swinging, the boat struck the pier a little 
aft af cenire, and before they could out the 
lines the barge was very near across the current.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


CHINA. 

Sams Francisco, Cal., April 17.—By the British 
steamer Crocus we have dates from Shanghai, 
March 16, and Hong Kong, Mareb 15. 

English divers are now at work on the wreck 
of the Pacific steamship Japan. 

The Fletcher buildings, at Hong Kong, were 
destroyed by fire Mareb 13. 

A disastrous epidemic prevails near Soochow. 
The disease is imperfectly known, and death is 
almost immediate after seizure. Several villages 
have been depopulated. 

Contributions to the Pbiladelphis Exposition 
continue to be dispatched from various ports. 

Two formidable insurrections are now dis- 
turbing the peace of China,—one in Kivorying, 
which has gained great strength, the rebels hav- 
ing been joined by the Imperial troops sent to 
quell them. Several interior cities have been 
taken, and are now held by this body. The sec- 
ond is in Thans, the importanee of which may 
be estimated by the fact that the Viceroy of 
Kansu is endeavoring to negotiate a loan of 
10,000,000 taels, expressly to pay the troops and 
purchase arms and materia! to subdue it. The 
payment of the loan is to be secured by the 
bypothecation of the customs of ports on the 
Yangtze liver. N 

Grosvenor and his party arrived on the 
frontier of Yunnan Feb. 3. 

The investigation of the Margary murder case 
by Ly Han Chang was proveeding in Yunnan. 

The difficulties at Macao bad been settled by 
the Chinese yielding aod abandoning the post- 
tion. They were intimidated by the threats of 
the Portuguese. The iotevtion was to establish 
a native custom-house on Patera Island, near 
Macao. The Portuguese suthorities declared 
their purpose to resist it by force, garrisoned 
their forts, and occupied the disputed island 
with a large body of troops. In consequence of 
these energetic preparations the Chinese stopped 
their proceedings. Notwithstanding it ia a well- 
koown fact that no part of the territory held by 
the Portuguese in China was ever ceded to them, 
it is occupied in defiance of China, of which it 
is as much a part as any other place in the Em- 
pire, 

The attempt to establish a railway between 
Shanghai and Woisung, a distance of a few miles 
only, is vehementiy opposed by the Chiuese au- 
thorities, and the work w temporarily suspend. 
ed. The enterprise was projected by foreigners, 
to avoid the difficulties of navigating the river 
as far up as Shanghai, Welsuag ing more 
easily accessible,

The German frigate Hertha sailed from Yoko- 
hama to join the eqttadron destined to enforce 
the claims against China in the case of the Ger- 
man Anoa. 

A violent hurricane occurred March 14. Houses 
in Yokohama and Yedo were blown dow, and 
ships in the harbor were capsized and sunk. 
Oaly one foreign vessel was lost,—the British 
bark Mary Jane. 

The British man-of-war Sylvia had sailed for 
Corea, with the intention of imitating the Jap- 
anese proceedings, in hopes of similar success. 

The competition between the Japanese Steam- 
ship Line to Shangheiaod the Peninsular and 
Onental Company continues energetic. The 
Japanese reduced the fares to $1 per 100 miles, 
and freigbt to $1 per ton far 1,000 miles. The 
Government indirectly supports the native ships 
in this struggle, by compelling the Japanese 
travelers in foreign bottoms to procure special 
permits. The foreign Ministers protest, and the 
result is a fine diplomatic as well as mercantile 
quarrel. 

Stringent rules for preventing the spread of 
the cattle pestilence have been circulated and 
enforced in all parts of the Empire.

A TICHBORNE DEMONSTRATION, 

Lowpon, April 17.—A demonstration in Hyde 
Park to-day im favor of the liberation of the 
‘Tichborne claimant numbered from 10,000 to 
12,000 persons. 

A LIMERICK FIGHT. ) 

Loxpon, April 17.—A desperate fight took 
place in the streets of Limerick to-day. Messrs. 
Butt and O'Shaughnessy, members of Parlia- 
ment for the city, had announced their intention 
of addressing the people from the base of O Con- 
nell’s monument. A procession numbering some 
thousands consequently marched to the place. 
A body of Nationalists armed with sticks, who 
had previously taken possession of the monu- 
ment, attack the procession. The National- 
ists were overpowered after a fight in which 
many persons were badly injured. The police 
and military were under arms, but abstained 
from interference. 

Lonpow, April 18.—5:30 a. m.—The Standard’s 
correspondent at Limerick says the Home- Rule 
procession numbered 4,000, and consisted of 
trade guilds with bands aod banners. Messrs. 
Butt, O'Shaughnessy, and O'Sullivan occupied 
a carriage in its line. The Nationalists were 
only a few hundred in number, but 
were well armed with stones, biudgeons, 
and knives, and had evidently drilled for the 
fight. The Nationals in the first onset suc- 
ceeded in smashing the musical instruments and 
destroying the banners of the Home-Rulers, 
but they were at last driven into a public house, 
which was completely wrecked. he cause of 
the riot was the discontent of the 
Nationalists, who form «a remnant ot 
the Fenian party, at what they 
declare to be the utter neglect of the home- rule 
question by the so-called home- rule leaders dur- 
ing the present session of Parliament. The in- 
tended demonstration in favor of Dr. Butt was 
A failure. The crowds which were expected 
from the eountry did not come in. The speeches 
could not be heard, as the Nationalista renewed 
the disturbances. 

More fighting was feared during the night, 
and there was considerable alarm, as the Nation- 
allsts are known to have revolvers. The police 
consequently patroled the streets. Some ar- 
reste were made. It is thought that over one 
hundred persons were wounded in the riot, of 
whom forty are seriously, and six, it is feared, 
fatally injured. 

At the meeting Butt spoke hopefully of the 
prospects of the cause. He pointed to the 
efforts of the party during the session to obtain 
reforms in connection with the parliamentary 
aud municipal franchise. He deciared if Ire- 
land had a-native Parliament to foster Irish 
mdustry, Galway and Limerick would each have 
transatiantic packet-stations.

DOM PEDRO. 


A Ladicrous Biunder—The Official 
Reception Party Go Down the Bay 
te Meet the Emperor— It Heturns 
Witheut Him—Wasted Enthusiasm 
— The Wrong Vessel Sailuted and 
Cheered. 

New Yogx, April 17.—The Emperor Dom 
Pedro and his suite will start this evening for 
San Francisco, via Erie and Chicago line. While 
driving this morning, the carriage containing 
the Emperor aod his Ministers was run into and 
badly smashed, but the distinguished occupants 
were uninjured. Another carriage being ob- 
tained, the drive was continued. 

New Youu, April 17.—The Emperor of Brazil 
and suite left for Ran Francisco to-night via the 
Erie Road. The Empress remains here.

The preparations on the part of the Govern- 
ment officials for the reception of the Emperor 
were of the most studied character. A meeting 
of the Secretaries of War, Navy, and State was 
held at the Fifth Avenue Hotel on Friday even- 
ing, and every precaution was taken to make 
toe affair so absolute success. It was weil 


known that the Emperor wes entirely averse to 
display of any kind, and was traveling 
merely a6 2 private gentleman. ‘Those 
having the affair in charge, bowever, thought 
that a reception by the Cabinet officers of the 
Government, and a march in state from the 
place of landing to bis beadquarters, would prove 
agreeable tothe distinguished guest. lt was 
determined to make the reception very select, 
aud with this view only the most promivent 
military and naval officers, in addition to the 
Cabinet Ministers, were allowed to participate, 
All members of the press were rigidly exciuded, 
as notice was given that no one should be ad- 
mitted on the trip who could not pruduce a pase- 
port by Secretary Kobeson. At 7 o'clock 
esterday morning the corvette Alert steamed 
— to the foot of Twenty-third street, accom- 
panied by the Navy-Yard tug Catelpa, contain- 
Ing ep Marine Bend, numbering six\een pieces. 
At 10:30 9 dispatch wae received at the hotel au- 
pouncing that the [Brazil steamer had been 
sighted off the Highlands, and one bour later 
the three Secretar.es and Gen. Hancock, accom- 
panied by several officers of hie staff, entered 
carriages and drove to the place of embarkation. 
Here the. Vice-Admuiral’s steam-launch, under 
the charge of Lieut. Burwell, took the distip- 
guished party on board, the Alert fired a fore- 
salute of twenty-one guns, and took ber 
course down stream to the Hook. 

The aunouvcement that the Brazilian Emper- 
or would be taken from the Hevelius and con- 
veved to the city by the Government steamer 
Alert attracted crowds of ple to the Battery 
50 soon as it wae known that the Hevelius had 
been sighted off the Highlands. About noon 
the Alert came down the North River, followed 
by the tug-boat Catalpa aod a small sicam- 
launch, ead slowly steamed down the harbor. 
At a little before 2 o'clock a large steamer was 
sighted inthe Narrows below Fort Hamilton, 
and soon afterwards a second steamer was 
seem. It was at once decided that the 
two steamers were the Hevelius and the 
Alert, and the word passed that 
in another half-hour they would be off the Bat- 
tery. Much to everybody's disappointment, the 
steamers apparently came to auchor, and it was 
rumored that the cause of the anchoring was 
that the Hevelius was aground. But all fears 
were speedily dissipated When she was sean to 
swing her bead around and to steam toward 
New York. She held a different course from 
the Alert. and when it was known that she was 
safe she was forgotten, and all eyes and glasses 
were aimed at the Alert. She moved slower 
than the Hevelius, aod the latter turned into 
the East River full half an hour before the 
former was off Bedloe's Island. As the Hevel- 
fas entered the river, a few bestowed a hasty 
glance upon her. But she bore only the Royal

LOUISIANA STATE FINANCES. 

New Onveans, La., April 17.—The Supreme 
Court to-day decided the issue of $2,500,000 of 
State bonds to the Mobile & Chattanooga Rail- 
roac under act No. 95, 1871, to be invalid and 
unconstitutional on the ground that the consti- 
tutional limit of the State debt had been reached 
when ihe bonds were issued; that the issue was 
1 udulent, and that the State received ro con- 

eration therefor. This decision is in accord- 
— with general public sentiment. 

A statement furnished by the Auditor shows 
the present condition of the State debt to be: 
New consolidated bonds, issued in place of valid 
bonds exchanged, $9,035,387; valid outstanding 
bonds and warrants pot vet funded, $4,710,000 ; 
which, if all funded in new consois at 60 cents 
on the dollar, will make the total ate debt 
$11,861,387.

The House of Representatf¥es wasted an- 
other day ower the case of Krisovan, the 
recusant witness, and, at the conclusion of a 
long and somewhat personal controversy be- 
tween Mr. Biarnz and Mr. Tucker, the Vir- 
ginia representative, on the subject of 
State rights and constitutional law, adopted 
a proposition made by Mr. Lynpz, of Wis- 
consin, that the Sergeant-at-Arms make re- 
turn, as directed by the original resolution, 
and that he take with him before the Court 
the body of Kripovrn. As in the case of 
Inwm, of Pacific Mail notoriety, in which 
the District Judge declined to accept. the ro- 
turn in the absence of the body of the ac- 
cused, itis presumed that Judge CanrtTresr, 
upon a presentation of the facts in the case 
by the proper officer of the House, will de- 
cide that he has no jurisdiction, and remand 
Kno to the custody of the House. 


The record of disasters and casualties in 
this morning's issue is unusually heavy. At 
Hannibal, Mo., the steamer Dictator was 
wrecked while attempting to pass through 
the draw of the railroad bridge across the 
Mississippi at that point, and sunk instantly, 
with a loss of ten lives and heavy damage to 
the bridge. Notwithstanding all the efforts 
of nearly all the citizens of Hannibal to avert 
an overflow of the Father of Waters at their 
city, the Sny levee gave way yesterday, 
and a volume of water 300 feet wide and 
several feet deep is now inundating 
over 100,000 acres of cultivated land, and the 
poor farmers of the vicinity are represented 
as fleeing to the bluffs for their lives. The 
river at Quincy, III., is higher than at any 
time since 1857, and four miles above that 
city rolls with a majestic and awe-inspiring 
width of 20 miles. No loss of life is chron- 
icled, but the destruction of property, espe- 
cially that of railway companies, is estimated 
at a high figure. Further down the river, in 
Bolivar County, Miss., another fearful break 
has occurred in the levee, anda large number 
of plantations are inundated. 

Te Supreme Court of the United States 
yesterday rendered decisions in several cases 
of’ great interest to the people of Illinois. 
The cases were on appeal from the United 
States Circuit Court for the Northern District 
of Illinois, in which permanent injunctions 
were issued to restrain the collection of State 
taxes upon the capital stock of railroads, these 
injunctions being in direct contravention of 
the decisions of the State Conrts affirming 
the right to collect the tax in question. The 
United States Supreme Court reverses the 
judgment of the Court below, and holds 
that the system of railroad taxation 
created by the act of 1872,—treating tracks, 
rolling-stock, franchise, and capital as a unit 
for taxation, and distributing the assessed 
value of this unit according as the length of 
the road in such county, city, and town bears 
to the whole length of road,—that such a 
system is entirely within the power of the 
State to create, and that the question of the 
validity and construction of the State law is 
altogether within the jurisdiction of the State 
courts. The injunctions are dissolved, and 
the railroads are notified that they must pay 
their taxes, and not look to the Federal 
courts for relief in the form of injunctions.

The State, in No- 
vember, 1871, by law provided for the release 
of the lien held by the City of Chicago on the 
canal the sum of $3,121,420, including inter- 
est thereon, which sum the Legislature ap- 
propriated to specific purposes, and which 
was expended as follows: .

The money, except the $120,458, was re- 
ceived in installments running tlirough the 

ears 1872 and 1873. The city has had the 
nse of the $664,136, City-Hall building fund, 
and the $120,458 since collected, aggregating 
$784,595, without interest, and not repre- 
sented by outstanding certificates. 

The Kelief and Aid Society, according to 
their several annual reports, received in 
money nearly five millions of dollars. 

The city, through Mayor Mason, borrowed 
from the Relief and Aid Society about 
$75,000, and gave certificates of indebted- 
ness therefor. This was all the money that 
ever was borrowed or received by the City 
Government from that source, unless Mr. 
Col vm has got money from the funds of 
that Society, on which point he is silent. 

With the exception of the one loan men- 
tioned during Mason’s administration, the 
city borrowed none of the Relief and Aid 
funds, and the State money was expended 
for the purposes to which the State had by 
law appropriated it, except the $664,000 left 
to the credit of the new Court-House build- 
ing and the $120,000 which Mr. Corum 
drew from the State Treasury. 

After the fire the Common Council, during 
Mayor Mason’s administration, rescinded 
$1,442,790 of the taxes coming due, and the 
Legislature, for the relief of the losers by 
fire, ordered rebates to be made of municipal 
taxes on destroyed property, which amounted 
to about $325,000, making together a loss of 
city revenue of $1,767,000. To make good 
this deficiency necessarily swallowed up an 
equal amount of the money received from 
the State. And still the Acting Mayor don’t 
know what became of the money obtained 
from the State! Nor does he appear to have 
the slightest recollection that city property 
was destroyed or damaged by fire to the 
amount of more than three and a half mill- 
ions of dollars, which had to be rebuilt and 
replaced by his predecessor. 

When Mr. Col wu says that out of this 
money,” State aid or Relief funds, newspa- 
pers were subsidized,” he states an untruth. 
Not a newspaper in Chicago received a dollar, 
—certainly not from the city, nor by loan or 
otherwise from the Relief and Aid Society. 
That Gacz used for his own purposes city 
money, over what he has since refunded, and 
what is in the suspended banks, and the so- 
called interest money, some $300,000, is a 
notorious fact. Upon these premises the 
usurper then indulges in the statement that 
in the midst of this floating capital in the 
power of the late Mayor and his immediate 
friends, all of whose operations (with this 
money) “can be traced through Relief and 
Aid Committees, speculation in park prop- 
erty, and bank deposits, the same names 
faithfully appearing from time to time when- 
ever the public demanded to know what had 
been done with their money.” 

This is contemptible insinuation, malicious 
falsification, and an act of mean blackguard- 
ism on the part of the Mayor of Chicago. So 
far as the allegation is made that any part of 
this money belonging to the city or con- 
trolled by the city, except that taken by 
Gacz, was ever used for ‘specula- 
tion in park property,“ or to subsi- 
dine newspapers, or used in any oper- 
ation” other than a purely municipal 
one, is mendacious. It is the base insinua- 
tion of a profligate, reckless usurper, trying 
to avoid public contempt and censure. If he 
means that the funds of the Relief and Aid 
Society were used for such purposes, then he 
is guilty of an equally atrocious libel, and 
one that he has personal knowledge to be a 
scandalous falsehood. The people never de- 
manded what had been done with their 
money and were refused. A committee of 
Cor v' own Council, at the request of the 
** Communists,” investigated the affairs of 
the Society, had every facility extended them, 
and reported the facts to the public. Be- 
cause some of the men who had given their 
time and labor to the great work of that So- 
ciety participated in the meeting which de- 
clared Col an usurper and requested him to 
resign, he seeks the revenge characteristic of 
the man, of calumniating them by insinua- 
tions that are as malignant as they are false. 


- WHO WROTE COLVIN’S LETTER? 

The importance that has hitherto attached 
to the historic questions, Who killed Cock 
Robin?” and Whostruck Bruty Parrerson ?” 
has temporarily sunk into insignificance as 
compared with the greater importance of the 
new. question, Who wrote Cotvin’s letter?“ 
We Dave no doubt this question was asked 
more frequently yesterday than all the other 
conundrums of the day put together. It is 
beset with the most exasperating doubts and 
the most inextricable perplexities. There is 
only one certainty about it, and that is there 
isone man who didn’t write it. This is the 
man whose name was attached to it. There 
are occasional instances in it of Mr. Convin’s 
altitudinous contempt for the conventi i- 
ties of grammar, the rigidness of rhetoric, 
and clearness of expression. But his revision 
of the letter would account for the few that 
are found, and their paucity is sufficient evi- 
dence that the composition was not his own. 
Col might tell who wrote it, but he won't.

UNE, recognizing the wide interest that would 
be felt in this matter, asked Mr. Cor vn for 
the names of the authors, he very unreason- 
ably refused to give them, and then waxed 
wrath and used profane language on Sanday 
night, as he was coming from the saloon, at 
what he called the impertinence of the ques- 
tion.

Of course the conjecture as to the author- 
ship of Cotvim’s letter has been rife and 
varied. There is a general disposition to 
acquit his private secretary of the responsi- 
bility for it, which is peculiarly fortunate 
for that gentleman, since he will soon be 
looking for another situation. Rumor has 
largely fixed upon Mr. Jomm Rovuwrres as 
the author, because he suggested the theory 
about tax-fighting in a recent communica- 


that Comptroller Hares prepared the letter ; 
but the probability of this is considerably 
lessened by the frequent and unkind allusions 
to tax-fighting, which Mr. Hares is said to 
have practiced to a considerable extent in 
his own case.

Forrest, the retiring City Clerk, is also 
charged by .some persons with the 
responsibility of writing it, but there 
are good reasons for doubting it. In the first 
place, the letter is in prose, while Mr. Fon- 
nest latterly writes only in verse; next, it is 
only three columns long, which would not 
suffice Mr. Forrest to dispose of a single 
point in the controversy; and, finally, it 
lacks the rounded and finished style 
characteristic of the retiring City Clerk. 
There are better reasons for attributing the 
authorship (except a few sentences ‘‘ hove 
in by Coxvm himself) to Mr. Franz Apams, 
the acting Counsel to the Corporation (Mr. 
Cox vm being the Corporation), as @ mere 
perfanctory act. It has something of the 
disjointed and jerky nature of Mr. Apams’ 
composition; and yet, as he is a candidate 
on a ticket headed by Mr. Horns for Mayor, 
it is scarcely fair to suspect him of secretly 
manufacturing a defense for a man whom he 
openly opposes. 

/ So with the other well-known literary gen- 
tlemen intimately associated with Mr. Cox- 
vin, who have been severally canvassed in 
connection with the authorship of Mr. Cox- 
vin's epistle to the tax-payers, there are spe- 
cific reasons for dismissing all of them from 
the accusation. But there is one gentleman 
whose name has scarcely been suggested, but 
whosé common interest with Mr. Col vm and 
whose distinguished literary attainments give 
him a good claim to the disputed authorship. 
We refer, of course, to Mr. Mn Evans. It 
would be very natural if Micnar., foreseeing 
the preparation of his own defense for hold- 
ing an Office attained through ballot-box 
stuffing, should fit himself for the task by 
defending Mr. Corvin for holding office 
under the same conditions. It would also be 
very natural for Mr. Col vm, in deference to 
Mrxx's superior ability and special literary 
training, to appeal to him to write the letter. 
Mixx, too, has a certain dishonest shrewd- 
ness in attack and impudence in resisting, 
which are the distinguishing characteristics 
of the epistle signed by Corvin. So, while 
we have no actual evidence that Mr. Evans 
is the author of the letter, the ciroumstances 
certainly warrant the inference. If he is 
not the author, we presume he will promptly 
deny it. Otherwise Mr. Corum may set all 
harrassing doubts at rest by telling who did 
write it. But if Evans refuses to father it 
and Col vm refuses to reveal the name of the 
writer, the epistle will pass into history with 
as profound a mystery concerning its author- 
ship as attaches to the Letters of Junius.”

DOM PEDRO’S RECEPTION. 

Dom Pxpro, Emperor of all the Brazils, 
has arrived in New York, and has already 
shocked the Government officials, among 
them the Secretaries of State, War, and the 
Navy, by giving them the snub direct. The 
three Secretaries sailed down New York Bay, 
each charged and primed with a speech to 
fire off at him. This is the first impulse of 
the average American citizen. There are 
Federal officials like Secretary Fis, who 
make flowery and dignified speeches, and 
there are Mayors like Corvin, who make 
boors and clowns of themselves upon such 
occasions; but all, from Cabinet officials to 
Councilmen, feel it incumbent upon them- 
selves as representatives of the great Ameri- 
can people to shoot off” a speech at every 
foreign potentate who visits our shores. 
Some potentates enjoy it; some do not; and 
among the latter is Dom Pxöno. According- 
ly, when Secretary Fisu boarded the steamer, 
he had no sooner stepped over the taffrail 
than he began his little speech. Dom Prpro 
evidently considered that the best and most 
effectual manner of damming up the 
flood of American eloquence about to 
overwhelm him was to commence at 
the very outset. He therefore quietly 
knocked Secretary Fisu’s speech on the head 
by interrupting it and informing our polished 
diplomat with laconic brevity that he didn’t 
want any more of it. By this little coup 
detat he saved himself a narrative of the 
glories of Brazil, of the progress of America, 
and of a detailed history of the diplomatic 
relations between the two countries. He 
sayed himself the tedium of listening to a 
history of our army and its operations. He 
furthermore saved himself the bore of heas- 


ing about our remarkable navy. To sum it | 


all up, he was spared from a great many very 
remarkable statements about this very re- 
markable country and its equally remarkable 
people. When he arrived at the city another 
attempt was made to get at him by the Com- 
mon Council, whieh sent him a communica- 
tion signed by half a dozen Irish barkeepers 
proffering him their attentions. To this im- 
pertinent and insulting piece of business, His 
Majesty paid no attention whatever. During 
his stay in New York thus far, he has sedu- 
lously but courteously avoided the public au- 
thorities, and has gone about enjoying himself 
in his own quiet way on the street, behind 
the scenes at the theatres, in the newspaper 
offices, at Moody's religious meetings, and 
wherever sights are to be seen attractive to 
Brazilian eyes. 15 

It is probably mortifying for a Secretary of 
State to be choked off in the midst of his elo. 
quence. There is a remote possibility that a 
New York Alderman may be capable of mor- 
tification when a European declines his im- 
pertinent proffers of reception. The circum- 
stances of the case, however, warrant Dom 
Prono in the course he has taken. He came 
to this country not as an Emperor to be 
courted and feted, dined and wined, and 
talked to death, but as plain Dom Pino, to 
have a good time in his own quiet way, and 
pay for his good time out of his own imperial 
pocket-book. He even took the trouble to 
announce beforehand that such was his 
intention, evidently with the hope that this 
would secure him immunity from being bored 
with speeches and receptions, which are his 
daily diet when at home. He was going off 
on a vacation for rest and recreation, and 
there is no greater rest for an Emperor than 
to be plain Mr. So-and-So, free to wander 
about untrammeled with the restraints of 
official etiquette, and pay for what he sees 
and hears like any one of the unterrified 
American sovereigns when abroad. Least of 
all did he care to subject himself to the an- 
noyance of having his bills flung in his face, 
as happened to poor King Karaxava in New 
York and President Grant in Boston, after 
being the municipal guests. To press speech- 
es and receptions upon him, therefore, under 
such circunistances, is impertinence. He 
has come hereto see the Centennial Ex- 
hibition and take a look at the coun- 
try as plain Mr. Smira or Brown 
might do. He may not save  him- 
self the annoyance of being stared at, 
for it is one of the pénalties of celebrity 
in the United States. All Americans are hero- 
worshipers. It is our failing. As plain re- 
publicans we do a great deal of useless run- 
ning after royalty, and the citizen of this re- 
markable country who can sit near a Royal 
Highness at a dinner sits on the top round of 
the ladder of happiness. But while he may 
not save himself the nuisance of being run 
after and stared at by the American sov- 
ereigns, he should at least be let alone by 
Cabinet officers, State officials, Common 
Councils, County Commissioners, literary 
elubs, and other human aggregates destitute 
of individual resources. The most cheerful 
view of Dom Pzpro’s snub of the officials at 
New York is the fact that it will possibly save 
him from Col vs clownishness when he ar- 
rives here; and this in turn will save the re- 
spectable people of this city from the shame 
and mortification they have hitherto expe- 
rienced when Corvm has represented the city 
in receiving famous visitors.

The jurisdiction of the House in 
contempt was alternately regarded as a question 
apart from that of making lawful return to the 
writ. As the debate progressed, the question

INCREASE IN GRAVITY AND IMPORTANCE. 

At one ‘time, when political allusions had ex- 
cited much partisan anger, it seemed 
probable that the Democrats, by a 

vote, would refuse to recognize 
the Court, and decline to surrender Kilbouru, 
but the most conservative and consistent of the 
Southern men recognized the danger of placing 
their party in such an attitude. They felt that, 
snould they do this, the charge of the Republic- 
ant that they had insisted upon rights when in 
the minority which they deny when in power. 
and that they as a 8 could not avoid the im- 
putation of political Phariseeism. It was de- 
cided, therefore, by the conservative Demo- 
crats, who, with the Repulicans, control the 
House as against the urbons, that the 
right of the writ of habeas ocorpus 
should be maintained, and the Magna 
Charta of American liberty be preserved in- 
violate.

the writ of habeas corpus in regard to both 
Houses of Congress. 

Mr. Hurlbut argued on the same side, and 
said any gentleman who took the opposite side 
necessarily assumed that the House of Repre- 
sentatives was above the law of the land.

He declared himself satisfiei with the 
legality of the question asked of Kilbourn by 
tue Committee, and of the action taken by the 
House on the subject, and he was satisfied that 
any court which respected law and precedent 
would remand the custody of Kilbourn to the 
House, and he wae so well gatisfied that Ameri- 
can and English precedents sustained that posi- 
tion, that if any Judge should decide otherwise 
he would bring himself very pearly within the 
alternative or dilemma of either knowing noth- 
ihg about law or of corruptiy defying it.

WILL HAVE TO TRY AGAIN. 

The outlines of the story so near as can be 
learned is this: The first step io the investiga- 
tion so far as is publicly known was the appear- 
ance of Sam Felker, the Chicago detective, and 
aspiraoct for the tion of Elmer Wasbbarne, 
as Chief of the t Service, in the Clerk's of- 
fice of the Court at Springfield, III., asking to 
see the papers in the Pete McCartney case. 
They were showa him, when he asked where the 
rest of the bail money was, and now the case ap- 
pears here, although it is stoutly denied in many 

uarters that the detective had anything to 
do with the job.

Ot the 
further proceedings be had no knowleage. as he 
he was himself indicted and removed before 
they. were completed. When Bluford Wilson was 
District-Attorpey in that District application was 
made to bim by Banfield, the Solicitor of the 
Treasury, aod Whitelv. then Chief of the Secret 
Service, for the temporary surrender to them of 
Pete McCartney. then imprisoned in that District 
on a charge of counterfeitmg. The reason 
(or n louer, tom, the ‘Treasury Dow 
partment, was that MoCartney sould be 


very useful in aiding the Secret Service in find- 
ing the plates of certain dangerous counterfeit- 
ers, and that McCartney was willing to render 
this service. After much deliberation, Wilson 
DECIDED TO RELEASE m’CARTNEY 

to those other high officers of the Government 
upon condition that a bail bond in $5.000 shosid 
be entered into, with collateral for about half 
that amount. This was done, and Judge Treat, 
the United States Judge of that Circuit, then 
approved and pow approves of Wilson's course. 
It turned out, however, that after Me- 
Carmey was surrendered to Whitely, 
the famous pistes were not found, 
but McCartney was himself lost. It was fully 
reported then, and has been te generally be- 
lieved, that McCartney bribed tely’s man to 
let him escape.

RAILROAD TAXATION. 
DECISION IN THE ILLINOIs CASES. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 17.—The Supreme 
Court rendered decisions in the following cases 
to-day: No. 702, Taylor, Collector, vs. Becor et 
al.; 701, Miller, Collector, vs. Jessup et al.; and 
702, Miller, Collector, vs. Kidder and others, er- 
ror to the Circuit Court for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Illinow. In these cases the Court held 
that the theory of the system of railroad texa- 
tion established by an act of the State of Illinois 
in 1872, the operation of which the 
Court below enjoined, is manifestly to treat 
the railroad track, its rolling stock, its 
franchise, and its capital as a unit for taxation, 
and to distribute the assessed value of this 
unit according to the length of the road in each 
county, city, and towa bears to the whole length 
of the road, and that such a system is entirely 
within the authority of the State to create. 
After an elaborate examination of the objec- 
tions made to the law, the Oourt says that the 
question being upon the validity of a State law 
as affected by the State Constitution, 
it is, together with the question of 
the construction of statute, altogether 
within State jurisdiction, and that decisions of 
the State courts in such cases are to be ac- 
cepted as the rule of decision in the Federal 
Courts, and as the State Court bas already de- 
cided the same question, involving the same 
consideration urged, the judgment would be 
reversed for that reason, independent of any 
other decrees. Reversed, with directions to 
dissolve the injunctions and dismiss bills. 

Mr. Justice Miller delivered the opinion.

Subsequent to Robeson's appointment 
to de Secretary of the Navy this claim was 
gettlecd for 875,000, Simeon Johnson, 
Wasbi u claim agent, being attorney for the 
claimants. search of the books produced 
by Riggs threw no light whatever upon this 
transaction. At the time this money was paid 
Secretary Robeson had no account at the bank, 
avd of course made no deposit of money which 
could have been derived from that source, and 
no subsequent deposits were discovered which 
could be connected with any suspicious cir- 
cumstances. dome members of the Committee 
were opposed to requiring Riggs to produce his 
books in this case, and believed that it would 
have been sufficient simply to have asked bim 
whether Secretary Robeson made any deposit 
at or about the time the Hungerford claim was 


paid. 
THOSE LOST BONDS. 

The Judiciary Committee bave begun the in- 
vestigation of what is termed the lost bond 
uestion, in the transaction of Union Pacific 
taulroad business. The claim is that 357 one 
thousand dollar bonds disappeared in 1869, and 
an attorney declares he traced them into the 
hands of Sidney Dillon and other officers of the 
road. The present value, with interest, is be- 
tween $500,000 and $600,000. The claim of the 
Company is that while these gentiemen held 
these bonds as they were stolen with- 
out their knowledge. Gen. Dodge has been 
called and some of the larger transactions of 
the road in the matter of its own and bonds of 
other roads will be examined.

M’VICKER’S THEATRE. ö 
The results of Mr. Booth's new study of 
King Lear are not so great as we had reason 
to look. He has undertaken not merely a more 
correct rendering of the principal part, but a 
partial remodeling of the play; and the fine 
taste which served him so well ia adapting 
Richard II.“ for the stage seems to have de- 
serted him in this instance. Mr. Booth’s merit 
in the acting of Lear begins with the period of 
the King’s madness. In the earlier scenes, 
with the possible exception of the cursing* of 
Goneril, Mr. Boothis inferior even to Barrett, 
and no one who has seen Forrest in the tremen- 
dous passage beginning, * Blow winds and 
crack your cheeks,” will need to be assured that 
by comparison Mr. Booth is feeble and common- 
place. The terrible passion of the character, 
his intense grief. his doting waywardness and 
irresolution, Mr. Booth does oot adequately rep- 
resent. His madness is much easier dealt 
with, and. in the portrayal of that, we 
think Mr. Booth is tolerably successful. The 
long scene with Xdgar was admirably given. It 
should be remarked that the madness of Lear 
does not terminate with his recognition of Cor- 
delia, which Booth properly makes the climax of 
the play. Lear then enjoys but a brief interval 
of sanity ; the succeeding murder of Cordelia 
aud the assaults upon his own person u un- 
settle his reason, and he dies at t, not 
from wounds or sudden shocks, but from 
a fatal expenditure of nervous energy. 
This dying scene, the recognition of Cordelia, 
and the interview with Zagar, were the best 
things in the play, and they atoned in great 
measure for the earlier shortcomin Bat a 
review of the whole play, mu a dispassionate and 
compassionate spirit, compels the judgment 
that it is the least creditable thing that has 
been done at McVicker’s Theatre during the — 
ent engagement of Mr. Booth. He 1s not fitted 
for the character of Lear; has not the voice nor 
the physique for the part, and does not show the 
instinctive apprebensions of the character which 
must precede all studies, be they new or old, 
by the actor. Even im the mad scenes, where 
Mr. Booth does best, he does not do the best 
that can be done. Hetouches too much upon 
the domain of low comedy, and excites laughter 
where he should arouse pity. 

Goneril and Regan were badly played by 
Miss Carroll and Mre. Browne, and, unless Mr. 
Booth be beid responsible for their absurdities, 
it is difficult to imagine how they coald bave so 
misconceived the arroll, as Gon- 
eril, actually 8 on one side and smiled con- 
temptuousiy while Lear launched hia dreadful 
curse upon her; and urs. Browne, as Regan, 
heid forth her hands and supplicated her father 
to dismiss half his train and return home with 
her sister. Another departure frum the 
usual business, for which Mr. Booth is un- 
doubtedly to blame, was the separa- 
tion of Goneril and Regan during the entire 
interview between them and Lear at the Duke 
of Gloster’s castle. Lear's reproachful —.— 
tion to Regan — O Regan wilt thou take her by 
the hand? —is thus made to refer only to an 
unfulfilled intention, not to an act performed, 
according to the usual rendering. Mr. Warde as 
Edgar was at times very good, though exercis- 
ing too vigorous a restraint upon himself. His 
first interview with Lear as Poor Tom was the 
best feature of the play. Mrs. Murdoch was 
a pretty and winning Fool; she has not strength 
enough to make the character all that it should 
be. Cummins as Co ia carried off a 
large part of the honors of the evening, which 
were scanty enough, to be sure. She has al- 
ready proved herself an intelligent and talented 
actress, only wanting culture and experience to 
fit her for a leading position ia the profesmon.

Leave-Taking of the Empress and De- 


parture of the Emperor 
for the West?

New York, April 17.—Altbough the gas was 
burning in the Emperor's apartments at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel till after midnight, Dom 
Pedro ordered his carriage at 7 o'clock, and, 
with two of his suite, was driven to 
Hoboken. There they inspected the ship- 
ping, walked about the wharves, and ob- 
served everything closely, the Emperor jotting 
down things that interested bim in a small 
note-book. The Emperor returned to the hotel 
in time to receive Gov. Tilden, Mayor Wickham, 
William Wood, John Jay, Theodore Roosevelt, 
E. D. Morgan, the Brazilian Minister, and the 
Brazilian Commissioner. When itjwas suggested 
to the Emperor that he ought to see the Normal 
College, he said 

NO, HE DID NOT WISH TO SEE IT. 

He had seen such schools elsewhere. Brazil, 
aod Portugal, and France, and Germany had 
normal schools. He said he wanted to see the 
schools of the people—to observe how the 
children of the rich and poor were made educated 
men and women. It is doubtful if he would 
have started out if Normal College had been the 
objective point, though aftergard he expressed 
much pleasure with it. It was determined to 
first visit Grammar School No. 14, on Twenty- 
seventh street, near Third avenue. The Em- 
peror, with the Governor, Mayor, and others, ar- 
rived at the grammar school about 10:45 a. m., 
and took the school 

COMPLETELY SY SURPRISE. 
The boys assembled to the number of 600, and 
the guests signed their names in the visitor's 
book, the Emperor writing “Dom Pedro de 
Alcantara,” in a small, pointed, running hald. 
Mr. Wood introduced the Emperor, who 
bowed gravély, aud, when the boys sang 
an ammated song, he peat time with 
his wmbrella.

No session of the Board of Trade to-day, Its mem- 
bers have adjourned for the purpose of doing their 
whole duty at the election. 

The election of officers of the Grain, Provision, and 
Stock Board oocurred yesterday. A report of the re- 
sult is given elsewhere, The Board now numbers 
about 200 members. 

A gentleman just in from Menominee reports that 
the ice in Green Bay is thicker than at the close of 
March, and will scarcely be out in less than two weeks 
from date, The Straits may be open earlier than 
that, but not a few vessel-men think the news of rot- 
ten ice there needs confirmation. 

The season of winter storage expired on Saturday, 
and regular grain yesterday was subject to 8 charge 


@ of only 2e per bu, making it necessary to deduct lige 


per bu from the selling price of grain on which the 
full winter storage rates were due. This was eqguiva- 
lent to a nominal advance of 20 per bu in the price 
of regular graf, if there were no change in the prices 
for May delivery. 

The weekly statement of receipts of wheat in this 
city shows that 187,142 bu wheat were received here 
last week, But of this, not less than 83,350 bu came 
in over the St. Paul Road, and probably from Mil- 
waukee, This leaves but 104,000 bu as actually re- 
ceived in Chicago last week in addition to that moved 
out of Milwaukee. The fact is worthy of notice, as 
it has a most important bearing on prices. The mat- 
ter of Belative credit is of little consequence as 
compared with it, Dealers on the seaboard and in 


England gauge their ideas very largely by the quantities 


reported to be moving out of the hands of farmers. 
They say “Jhicago has received so much, and Mil- 
waukee so much, making a total of 80 many bu, and 
we cannot aflogd to pay former prices.” But if they 
have been reckoning this movement all through the 
winter by doubling in 80, u per week, they have 
reckoned fully 1,000, 00 bu too much in three months, 
which is an important item. It is sincerely to be re- 
gretted that parties in the trade cannot ascertain to 
within a small percentage of the truth how much 
grain is actually received at both porta. In the sum- 
mer this difficulty practically vanishes, but ite exist- 
ence in winter vitiates the reckonings of the whole 
year, and probably leads to wide departures from the 
truth im the estimates of quantity raised, shipped, and 
consumed.

What the People Think of His 
Attempted Reply. 


A General Feeling that He Dare Not 
Meet the Issue, 


John Wentworth, Judge Otis, and Others 
Reply to His Allegations, 


His Excellency Oonvicted of Having Made 
Incorrect Statements. 


There was a good deal of contempt, both ex- 
pressed and silent, floating around the city yee- 
terday. It was quite noticeable in the respect- 
able quarters. Occasionally it would optrade 
itself around that malodorous old rookery known 
as the City-Hall, but there it could not find an 
abiding place, andin the nature of things it 
could not be expected so todo. It was in finan- 
cial and commercial circles that it found its 
fullest development, and if the individual against 
whom it was directed could ovly have been 
ubiquitous enough to have heard it all, it is 
more than likely he would have come to the con- 
clusion that had it been leveled at any other 
person, that individual could only do as Judas 
did—go off and hang himself. ? 

The cause of this contempt which permeated 
almost every nook and corner of the city, was 
the publication of Harvey D. Colvin’s reply to 
the demand made upon him by the citizens in 
mass meeting assembled at the Exposition 
Building, one week ago to-night, that he should 
step down and out from the ochoe which be has 
usurped.

LOCAL LETTERS. 
HOW TO MAKE FIRE-TRAPS ETERNAL. 
Te the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Onicaco, April 17.—Thé receipt is brief: Keep 
on patching them, put in a new front every ten 
or fifteen years, and old buildings will last for- 
ever. But what must be thought of a building 
ordinance or inuspectership which permits re- 
pairs to be made on such old shells as are to be 
found on the southeast corner of Canal and 
Randolph? Those diseased frames, whose use- 
fulness is very questionable, should long since 
have been razed tothe ground and new brick 
structures erected in their piace, for they are 
not only am eyesore but a desriment and danger 
to the entire neighborhood. ‘There is an appar- 
out inconsistency in the action of Inspector B. 
in destroying the Riok, and at the same time 


these miserable old shauties to stand 
and to be so repaired as to render it impossible 
to remove them, except by fire, for ten or twenty 
years to come. Any ordinance is radically 
wrong and breeds rauk injustice which compels 
the poor man owning a lot close te the city lim- 
ite, and one or two miles from any other habita- 
tion, to build of expensive fire-proof material, 
and yet allow the pb and grasping old landiord 
to patch up and aifhost rebuild his worm-eaten 
frames, though in the very beart of the city, 
with the mostiw flammable of materials. At 
one place op Desplaines street, near Randolph, 
some ope is putting a good-sized lumber- 
v upon a bouse, about twenty years 
old. This discrimination in favor of owners of 
worn-out shanties is of common occurrence, and 
can be witnessed on every street in the city, but 
a Bulidiog Inspector can not be ex ed to no- 
tice such small matters when the election of pet 
Aldermen is on his hands. Chicago will pever 
become a fire-proof city so long as the present 
custom of patching up and putting in new 
fronts is permitted. There are four ways to get 
rid of these buildings: 1. Prohibit all repairs ; 
2. Tax them heavily; 38. Condemn and destroy 
them; and last, but not least, burn them up 
with other and more valuable property. The 
last mothod meets with most favor. 2 C.
